Messrs. Albert Southworth and William E. 
Hagan, experts, testified that the writing of the | 
Morey-Uhinese letter was similar to the 
acknowledged writing of Philp.

GRAND FINALE TO THE LOCAL CAMPAIGN. 

Since the cumpaign opened there have been 
ward processions, processions in which two or 
more wards juined their forces, and processions 
in which the North, West, and South Sides each 
made a gailant display of their marching forces: 
but it was reserved for last night to witness tne 
combination of all the marching clubs of the 
city in one grand ovation.

CHRISTIANCY. 


Another Phase of the Pending Divorce 
Case, 
Special Dispatch to The Chtergo Tribune. 

WaAsSnhinaTton’, D. C., Oct. 20.—There was a new 
development in the Christiancy divorce case 
here to-day, Minister Christiancy having made a 
successful application to have the alimony 
granted to Mrs. Christiancy, pending the suit, 
reduced from $150, the sum decreed by the 
Court last May, to 8100. This was done under 
the plea of poverty. From tiie argument on 
behalf of Mr, Christiancy it appears, that if he 
were apparently in contempt of court for not 
having made his payments regularly, or had 
confessed judgment by not having filed his 
papers in answer to the cross-bill, it was no 
fault ot his, for he had at the proper time re- 
mitted the amounts and forwarded his answer, 
but they probabiy did not reach their destina- 
tion on account of the blockade of the ports in- 
cident to the war between Peru and Chili. 

Mr. Christiancy denies in toto the charge of 
cruelly, and says no such adcusation oan be 
proved except by perjured testimony. He

He is nota man who tears down. If ever 
his hand touches a railroad it seems to start 
at once into life, although it may have lain 
rusting rotting in its grave for years. If 
ever there was a man inspired for any special 
work in these latter days, Jay Gould seems 
to be that man. You may stady the map of 
Europe and comprehend the sudden move- 
ments and colossal combinations of the First 
Napoleon, if it be possible. Then turn 
to America, and see what this man has
